In 1998 from late June to early July for a period of twelve days, a group of well-known orchid 
identities from Australia and Papua New Guinea participated in a major botanical scientific 
expedition to the Torricelli Ranges in the West Sepik Province, Papua New Guinea. The 
main purpose of the expedition was to recollect orchids in an area visited by noted German 
botanist, Rudolf Schlechter during his expeditions to the Torricelli Ranges in April/May 1902 


and September 1909. 


Dr. Mark Clements and Mr. David Jones, 
(Centre for Plant Biodiversity Research, 
Australian National Botanical Gardens, 
Canberra,) and Mr. Wayne Harris (University 
of Queensland, Brisbane),.Under the 
leadership of Phil Spence, who at that time 
was Director and Research Botanist at 
the Orchid Research Centre, NCBG Port 
Moresby, and several of his staff who were 
chosen for their skills and further training in 
the field. 


In addition a documentary film crew 
accompanied these researchers and 
scientist and recorded every footstep. 


This expedition walked from Lumi (3.30 lat 
142.00 long) to Aitape 3.10 lat 14.20 long). 
A large part of this walk was over the same 
ground that Schlechter covered. 


The material collected on this expedition 
was to replace many of the herbarium 
specimens lost in the Second World War. 
Because of this conflict the herbarium in 
Berlin Germany, lost many type specimens 
that can never be replaced. Re-collecting 
some of the species that were lost will 
now enable researchers to look closer at 
the plants and not have to rely on only a 
botanical description. 


Many pressed specimens were made and 
lodged at the National Capital Botanical 
Gardens in Port Moresby with additional 
specimens also lodged at the Centre for 
Plant Biodiversity Research, Australian 
National Herbarium Canberra Australia. 
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Additionally, live specimens were brought 
into cultivation at the National Capital 
Botanical Gardens, Port Moresby, for the 
development of that national institution. 


After nearly eight months of preparation, 
raising funds, negotiations with missionaries 
and remote villages, booking small planes 
and helicopters, putting together tents, 
equipment and food for several days of 
traveling from Port Moresby to Wewak 
and on to Aitape. Here we would board 
our charted flight to Lumi (a small Mission 
station and air strip), high up on the south 
side of the Torricelli Mountains. 


The team walked for seven whole days 
through magnificent virgin jungles, rich 
with all types of flora and fauna, finding 
many lost, new and un-described orchid 
species. At times the party had up to fifty 
porters carrying the food, equipment and 
specimens. As each village land was 
passed and a new village land was about 
to be crossed the price to cross the land 
had to be negotiated and paid in cash. The 
track was hard and tough, and sometimes 
almost impossible. The majority of the time 
was in constant rain, even crossing large 
rivers that crocodiles frequent, late at night 
with provisions held above ones head as at 
the deepest parts the water was covering 
our shoulders, while our feet were being 
pounded with rocks that were mobilized by 
the fast flowing river. Small skin burrowing 
mites, leeches and mosquitoes all added to 
the trials. But we all endured the hardships 
and came back with a fabulous experience 
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of what the early botanists endured as 
very little has changed with this part of the 
country and the people. The results were 
rewarding for us and also for science. 


The purpose of the accompanying film 
crew, Pacific View Productions, was to 
gather material for a documentary to show 
the world the beautiful and unique flora of 
Papua New Guinea. The footage will be 
used to produce a documentary film, which 
will be released some time in the future, yet 
to be decided. 


The rediscovery of D. sikini was one of 
the species that was found nearing the 
end of a return trip approximately twelve 
weeks later by the film crew and myself 
to take further footage for the completion 
of the documentary. About ten plants 
were collected from beside a fast flowing 
river near the last camp site clearing that 
had been made on the previous trip. We 
also used this site to be up lifted by our

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helicopter to return back to Aitape, instead 
of walking for an additional two days along 
the river bed. 


The following information on Rudolf 
Schlechter came to hand in the research 
and planning for this trip. 


Nearly all of Schlechter’s specimens 
were housed at the Botanical Museum at 
Dahlem Berlin, Germany this institution was 
destroyed when bombed 1% March 1943 
(Makers of History p.293-6) 


Schlechter, in his botanical collecting was 
assisted by two loyal Malays, Sikin and 
Takadu who he honoured with Dendrobium 
sikini and Cadetia takadui. Sikin and Takadu 
were from Bungaring on the East Coast 
of New Mecklenburg (now New Ireland 
P.N.G.).

Dendrobium sikini Schltr., Repert Sp. Nov. Regni Veg., Beih. 1: 488 (1912): Type: Kaiser- 
Wilhelms-Land: On trees in the forests alongside mountain creeks in the Minjem Valley above 
Kelel, alt. C. 300-500 m, July 1907, R. Schlechter 16283 (holo Bt; iso K & AMES!)). 


Erect or somewhat spreading to pendulous 
epiphytic herb, 41-47.5 cm tall. Rhizome 
very short, less than 1 mm. Roots threadlike, 
1-2 mm wide, elongated, winding, glabrous. 
Pseudobulbs cylindrical, 27-30 cm long, 
0.4-0.5 cm in diameter, furrowed, with 
furrows gradually decreasing towards the 
rhizome. 1-2 leaves spreading at an angle 
of about 45°, lanceolate-elliptic, widest 
at or below the middle, rather obtusely 
tapering from inwardly curved sides to 
a narrow point, cuneate at the base, 
14-17.5 cm long, 2.5-3.5 cm at the widest 
point. Inflorescence apical or lateral from 
nodes below lowermost leaf, slender, with 
slender peduncles, 1-5 flowered, loosely 
along the rachis. Rachis terete, 2-3.5cm 
long x 0.2-0.35cm thick, glabrous, with 
thread-like Peduncle, terete, 3.5-5cm long 
x 0.1 cm thick. Bracts spreading at c. 45° 
angle, ovate or elliptic, shortly acuminate, 
glabrous, 0.45 cm long. Flowers, cream- 
white with a ochre-yellow labellum, with 
a white callus. Flowers, at c. 45° angle to 
rachis, glabrous. Dorsal sepal lanceolate to 
cuspidatus, 1.0 cm long, 0.4 cm at its widest 
part. Lateral sepals triangular, 1.0cm long 
and 1.05cm at the base, with an obtuse 
hump 0.55 cm long at the enlarged anterior 
margin joining with the foot of the column. 
Petals obliquely lanceolate, ligulate, acute 
or acuminate c.1.1cm long and 0.2cm at the 
base. Labellum expanded from a ligulate 
claw, 3-lobed, c. 1.1 cm long and c. 0.7 cm 
wide between the tips of the lateral lobes; 
with one third part in front (mid-lobe); lateral 
lobes falcate, oblong, obtuse; the mid-lobe 
almost square-cuneate, almost twice as 
long at the lateral lobes, 0.5 cm wide, with a 
truncated apex with a minute short, sharp, 
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abrupt mucro; callus ligulate, expanded in 
front and thickened, very obtuse, running 
from the base of the labellum almost to 
the base of the mid-lobe. Column broadly 
round-hooded, exceeding the lateral 
lobes of the labellum; anther broadly 
round-hooded, slightly truncate, glabrous. 
Ovary with slender pedicel c. 0.8cm long, 
glabrous, ovary 0.4 cm.

Distribution: Papua New Guinea, Madang 
Province Minjem Valley, 300-500m altitude. 
West Sepik Province, northern slopes of the 
Torricelli Mountains, near Aitape, 200-400 m 
altitude. 


Habitat and Ecology: Lower canopy to 
forest floor, in wet, densely wooded forest, 
along river-banks. 


Notes: Very little is known about this species, 
except for the following information. 


D. sikini has medium to small flowers for the 
genus. Ln 


Rudolph Schlechter found it on trees along 
side mountain creeks in the Minjem Valley 
above Kelel, (near Madang) at an altitude 
of about 300-500 m, in July 1907. | was 
fortunate in finding D. sikini in a similar 
situation in the Torricelli Mountains at about 
the same altitude, hidden in the thick tropical 
forest in low light, hanging pendulously on the 
lower limbs and tree trunks in the wet to moist 
moss on the bark. The colony was large and 
had numerous old plants. Schlechter also 
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collected in the same area in the Torricelli 
Mountains of Papua New Guinea, near 
Aitape, where | found this species. 


Cribb (1983) reduced D. sikini to a synonym 
of D. subquadratum. But | disagree with his 
findings and here re-instate D. sikini to its 
original status as a distinct species. | think 
that this species should be treated as distinct 
until live material of D. subquadratum can 
be compared against D. sikini. The labellum 
of D. sikini is thick and fleshy and when 
pressed, most of the details are lost due 
to the dehydration of the callus. From my 
observations, D. subquadratum differs from 
D. sikini in several characters. The most 
obvious difference concerns the callus on 
the labellum; in D. sikini its tip ends well short 
of the mid-lobe, and in D. subquadratum it 
extends well onto the third extension (mid- 
lobe). There are also minor variations in the 
overall shape and size of my live specimen 
of D. sikini. For example, in J.J. Smith’s 


description and drawing of D. subquadratum, 
the side lobes are much shorter and wider 
than in my plants of D. sikini. 


D. subquadratum grows erect, whereas 
D. sikini grows semi-erect to pendulously. 
The pseudobulbs of D. subquadratum are 
placed or situated close together, but are 
not united. The pseudobulbs of D. sikini 
are close together and spread in a fan-like 
arrangement. The flowers of D. sikini are 
cream-white with an ochre-yellow labellum, 
with a white callus. D. subquadratum is 
yellow with an orange labellum. The dorsal 
sepal of D. subquadratum is longer than that 
of D. sikini. 


The new species differs and can be readily 
distinguished from the closely related 
species, D. subquadratum (J.J. Smith, 
1908), and D. sikini (Schlechter, 1912) as 
shown in table (1).

Oligochaetochilus frenchii, a rare new species from shrubby forests of south-western Western 
Australia is described as new and compared with O. pictus, also from Western Australia. Notes on 


habitat and ecology are included. 


Key Words 

Orchidaceae, Oligochaetochilus __ frenchii, 
new species, rare, Australian flora, Western 
Australia. 


Introduction 

Oligochaetochilus is a complex genus of c. 60 
species well developed in southern Australia 
with elements extending into the tropics on 
the eastern side of the continent (Jones & 
Clements 2002a). The genus is the subject of 
ongoing studies and many undescribed species 
are known. One of these, a rare species with a 
restricted distribution in south-western Western 
Australia, is described here as new. 


Materials and Methods 

The description of the new taxon was made 
from fresh specimens. Dried specimens of 
Oligochaetochilus species were examined 
from the following herbaria: AD, BRI, CANB, 
HO, MEL, NSW and PERTH. Unless otherwise 
indicated, all types of related Oligochaetochilus 
taxa (or photographs thereof) have been 
examined. 


Taxonomy 
Oligochaetochilus frenchii D.L.Jones, 
sp. nov.; affinis O. pictus (M.A.Clem.) 


D.L.Szlachetko, sed florescentia posteriore; 
rosula foliis latioribus; floribus minoribus et 
angustioribus; sepalis lateralibus glabris; et 
labello minore, differt. 

Type: Western Australia. Yalgorup National 
Park, 14 Nov. 1993, C.French (D.L.Jones 
12623) (holo CANB, iso PERTH). 

Illustration: Page 372, Hoffman & Brown 
(1992) - as Pterostylis aff. picta. 

Terrestrial tuberous herb, solitary. Rosette 
leaves 4-12, 15-35 mm long, 12-25 mm wide, 
elliptic to broadly ovate, bright green; apex 
obtuse to apiculate. Inflorescence 15-35 
cm long, slender, with 4-5 closely sheathing 
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lanceolate sterile bracts. Floral bracts ovate- 
lanceolate, 8-15 mm long, 2-5 mm wide, 
acuminate. Pedicels 8-13 mm long, slender. 
Ovary 4-6 mm long. Flowers 2-12, porrect, 23- 
28 mm long, 5-8 mm wide, glabrous, translucent 
white with green lines and suffusions in the 
galea, the synsepalum brown to dark brown 
with paler chequered areas. Galea gibbous and 
relatively narrow at the base, flat to shallowy 
curved in the middle, decurved suddenly to the 
apex; petal flanges well-developed, touching 
and closing off the base of the galea. Dorsal 
sepal obliquely erect, 9-12 mm long, abruptly 
decurved in the distal third; apical point filiform- 
acuminate, usually upcurved, 5-7 mm long. 
Synsepalum obliquely decurved at the base 
then deflexed; conjoined part 5-7 mm long, 6- 
9 mm wide, shallowly concave to flat, as wide 
as the galea; upper part narrowly incurved; 
margins incurved, glabrous; free points arising 
at a narrow sinus, 12-15 mm long, suddenly 
tapered to the filamentous tips, deflexed, 
parallel. Petals asymmetrically lanceolate, 
11-13 mm long, 3-3.5 mm wide, translucent 
white with brown lines; basal flange large; 
anterior margin entire; apex long-acuminate. 
Labellum projecting prominently forward of 
the lateral sepals, on a claw 1-2 mm long; 
lamina oblong-obovate to oblong-elliptical, 4- 
4.5 mm long, 1.5-2.2 mm wide, dark brown, 
covered with siliceous cells, fleshy, shallowly 
channelled, slightly constricted in the proximal 
quarter, narrowed in the distal quarter; basal 
lobe thick, as wide as the lamina, with a few 
short projecting whitish trichomes; margins 
entire, with siliceous cells and 8-11 pairs of 
spreading white moniliform setae 1-2 mm long; 
apex narrow, obtuse; underside with a narrow 
central channel extending from the basal lobe 
nearly to the apex. Column 9-11 mm long, 
incurved, greenish brown distally. Column 
wings c. rectangular, c. 3 mm long, c. 1.5 mm 
wide, transparent. Stigma scutiform, c. 4 mm

long, c. 2 mm wide; upper margins irregular. 
Anther c. 1.4 mm long, obtuse. Pollinia clavate, 
c. 2.2 mm long, yellow. Capsules not seen. 
Fig. 1. 


Distribution and ecology: Restricted to 
south-western Western Australia where known 
from scattered localities between Mandurah 
and Bunbury. The new species occurs mainly 
in open forest with a moderately dense 
shrubby understorey. At several locations the 
plants grow in calcareous sand with some 
surface limestone under tall Kunzea ericifolia. 
Dominant trees include Eucalyptus diversifolia, 
E. gomphocephala and Agonis_ flexuosa. 
Substrates are well-drained calcareous sand 
and laterite. Altitude range: 10-80 m. Flowering: 
November and December. 


Recognition 

Oligochaetochils frenchii is a slender late- 
flowering species with broad rosette leaves 
and relatively small narrow glabrous flowers 
which are commonly suffused with green in 
the galea and have contrasting brown to dark 
brown lateral sepals. The small fleshy labellum, 
which in profile projects beyond the lateral 
sepals, is covered with siliceous cells but 
lacks appressed trichomes and has prominent 
widely spreading marginal setae. 


Similar species 

The affinities of this species are obscure 
but probably lie with O. pictus. It is readily 
distinguished from that species however, by 
the later flowering period, smaller, narrower 
flowers, glabrous lateral sepals and small 
labellum. Its broad rosette leaves are also 
distinctive. 


Notes 

This species was discovered by the late Ron 
Foreman in the Bunbury district. Since then 
its range has been extended considerably by 
the assiduous field work of Chris French. It is 
a narrow endemic with a restricted distribution 
and is seldom common. 

The new species is placed in Oligochaetochilus 
section Excelsa (Jones & Clements 2002b). 


Conservation status 

Of restricted distribution and generally very 
rare but conserved in Yalgorup National Park; 
suggest 2VC according to Briggs & Leigh 
(1996). 
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Etymology 

Named after Christopher James French (1958-) 
who has comprehensively studied this species 
in the wild and promoted its conservation. Chris 
has also been of major assistance to the Orchid 
Research Group at CPBR over many years.

Introduction 

Diuris parvipetala (Dockrill) D.L.Jones & M.A.Clem. is a poorly known ground orchid 
previously thought to be restricted to south-eastern Queensland (Briggs & Leigh 1996). It was 
first described by Alick Dockrill some forty year ago as a variety of D. punctata (Dockrill 1964), 
a confusing complex of taxa which seems to contain endless variation. Jones & Clements 
(1987) considered D. punctata var. parvipetala to be worthy of specific rank, a decision later 
followed by Clements (1989) in his Catalogue of Australian Orchidaceae. It can be easily 
distinguished from other small, purple-flowered Diuris by its small petal laminae and large 


labellum callus (D.L. Jones pers. comm.) 


Small populations of this species have 
been recorded from widely spaced localities 
ranging from the Stanthorpe district on the 
Darling Downs as far north as Mount Moffat 
near the Carnarvon Range (Crane 1998; 
Henderson 2002). All these localities are in 
southern Queensland and the species has 
never been thought to reach as far south 
as New South Wales. A review of recent 
literature relevant to D. parvipetala also 
suggested that this species was endemic 
to Queensland (Jones 1993; Briggs & Leigh 
1996; Bishop 2000). 


During recent vegetation surveys of northern 
New South Wales a small population of 
D. parvipetala was found in the Emmaville 
district. This paper gives brief notes on the 
recent discovery and includes details on 
the habitat and conservation status of D. 
parvipetala within New South Wales. 


Locality, population size and habitat 

Approximately fifteen flowering plants of 
D. parvipetala were observed on vacant 
crown land about 15 km _ south-west of 
Emmaville. The population was scattered 
across a transect approximately 1 km long 
in rugged country dotted with many small 
rocky outcrops of acid volcanics. Although a 
few plants were observed adjacent to these 
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boulders most were in shallow depressions 
with a sparse covering of native grasses. 
The dominant species of the area 
included Rough-barked apple (Angophora 
floribunda), a_ stringybark (Eucalyptus 
subtilior), Black Cypress pine (Callitris 
endlicheri), Blunt beard heath (Leucopogon 
muticus), a  sheoak  (Allocasuarina 
brachystachya), Purple wiregrass (Aristida 
personata) and Blady grass (/mperata 
cylcindrica var. major). The altitude was 
approximately 850 m above sea level 
and the topography varied from gently 
undulating to quite steep. The soil was 
a pale brown sandy loam derived from 
acid volcanics. Flowering time was early 
November. 


Partial specimens from three plants were 
collected for herbarium material and these 
voucher specimens are lodged at the NCW 
Beadle Herbarium of the University of New 
England (NE) and the Australian National 
Herbarium in Canberra (CANB). A more 
accurate locality description is given on 
the herbarium labels. The specimen lodged 
in CANB was sent as fresh, unpressed 
material to David Jones who confirmed 
the identification. David agreed that the 
population represented the first record for 
New South Wales.

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Conservation status 

The population described above was small, 
vulnerable to a number of threats and 
occurred in an unreserved block. Although 
the flora of the area is relatively undisturbed 
a recently constructed 4WD track nearby 
may open up the habitat to weed invasion. 
Feral goats are common in the area as are

rabbits and the occasional stray sheep. 
Grazing is consequently a further threat. The 
population should be considered threatened 
and the species would meet all the criteria 
for listing as a schedule 1 (endangered) 
species on the NSW Threatened Species 
Conservation Act 1995.

As a former member of the Warringah Group of 
ANOS prior to my ordination as a Presbyterian 
minister in 1988 and subsequent service in 
country parishes over the last sixteen years, 
| read with much interest and some sadness 
the excellent article by Murray Corrigan on the 
history of Newcastle, Sydney and Warringah 
Groups of ANOS. Sad, as like Murray, | put 
faces to a number of names of members no 
longer with us. Sad too as | recalled times now 
long past when | was able to pursue what was 
then a great love in my life, the growing of our 
beautiful Australian Native Orchids. As some 
will recall | specialized in species and for a 
brief time could boast that | had growing in my 
collection nearly all the epiphytic species then 
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known plus a number of terrestrials, a group 
that few in NSW then bothered with. Most 
of the warm growing epiphytes including a 
number of rare and uncommon species were 
subsequently purchased by the Warringah 
Group and placed by Bob Lowe and the 
Group in the Eric Gordon glasshouse at Stony 
Range Flora Reserve at Dee Why. Alas but 
one remains, Bulbophyllum baileyi, still on the 
original piece of bark, Eric Gordon’s orchids 
are long gone although plans are in hand to 
renovate and restock. 


One event Murray did not mention in his history 
was the 21* Anniversary Dinner held by the 
Warringah Group in 1985 and the presentation 
to each member of an anniversary wine glass, 
each glass was embossed with the Warringah 
Group emblem Caleana major. As Murray 
notes in his article, the Champion Terrestrial 
species at the Warringah Group Spring Show 
at St Ives in September 1985 was to be the 
first recipient of a perpetual trophy in memory 
of Eric Gordon. The winner was a spectacular 
small pot of Caladenia patersonii (Tasmanian 
form) with two flowering plants and three 
flowers, each beautiful clear green flower 
measuring some four inches across. Sadly, 
the trophy never eventuated. 


It will be interesting to see what the 50 
anniversaries bring.

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A moment in orchid history — Dr P.S. Lavarack

As Bill remembers it, his first orchid was Dendrobium tetragonum. That was when he 
was a young boy then living on the family farm near Nambour. This intuitive collection led 
to a passionate, practical and intellectually honourable career in orchidology, botany and 
environmental preservation. In recognition of the duration of his contribution, the range 
of his activities and the quality of his science, the Australian Orchid Foundation granted 


Dr. PS. Lavarack its Award of Honour at the end of 2003. 


On Sunday, 23 November last, orchid 
identities and friends from across the 
North gathered at the home of Jean and 
Wal Nicholson to witness and celebrate 
the conferring of this prestigious award. 
In the absence of AOF Executive Director, 
Gerald McCraith AM, who was unable to 
attend, the presentation was made by 
Len Lawler, himself a holder of the same 
award. Bruce Gray, who accompanied 
Bill on several expeditions ‘up north’ and 
also collaborated on several publications, 
provided insights into the person and 
experiences from some field trips. 


Bill’s science degree was followed by two 
years completing First Class Honours in 
Botany and culminating in 1972 with a 
Ph.D. with a thesis entitles ‘Taxonomic 
Affinities of the Neottioideae’. From 1972 
until his retirement Bill worked for the 
Queensland National Parks — under its 
frequently changing titles and structures. 


The AOF Award of Honour recognises 
the value of the work done in this time 
including botanical surveys, assessment 
of areas for their potential as National 
Parks, development of management 
plans and legislation for the protection 
of rare and threatened plants and 
leading research teams. Several orchid 
species new to science and others not 
previously recorded in Australia were 
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brought to light on National Parks and 
AOF field trips. These new recordings 
included Dendrobium carronii, Cadetia 
collinsii, Bulbophyllum gracillimum and 
Pomatocalpa marsupiale. 


Versatility is also a feature of Bill’s 
work. Field trips, taxonomy, legislation, 
planning, research and publication are 
prominent. As well as fifty scientific 
papers and a similar number of popular 
articles, Bill has co-authored four orchid 
books with Bruce Gray, Wayne Harris 
and Geoff Stocker. Clearly this AOF 
Award of Honour has been earned. 


Despite all of these distractions, Bill 
enjoys his cricket and athletics coaching 
and even more his warm family 
relationships with wife Bev and children 
Belinda and Anthony. 


The presentation gathering was enjoyed 
greatly by all in attendance — good 
company, stimulating and enjoyable 
conversations, delicious and never 
ending supplies of better than finger 
lickin’ good food and cool drinks (such 
a hot day!) and that special sense of 
sharing in the granting of deserved 
recognition.

In September 2000 | read my copy of The Orchadian, it had an article by Peter Eygelshoven called 
‘In Search of Diuris bracteata. The article mainly revolved around a find by Peter in the upper north 
shore of Sydney, in 1999 (about ten flowering plants), and a find by John Riley in the southern 
Gosford Shire in Spring 1994, as well as a good photograph of the Gosford one. 


A general conclusion at first was that they were 
of the D. maculata or D. platichila complex, 
and Diuris aff. platichila was adopted although 
some, including myself, felt that it fell well 
within the description for D. bracteata, which 
was originally found at Gladesville in 1889 and 
has been presumed extinct, as it had not been 
seen again. 


A day or two after reading the article in 
September 2000, | went for a drive up to the 
wonderful ranges behind the Central Coast, 
north of Sydney. Whilst driving through a small 
town | noticed some yellow Diuris growing on 
the roadside. | stopped and turned the car 
around, jumped out and had a look. | couldn’t 
believe my eyes, they where the same as the 
thing | had seen in The Orchadian, and | was 
immediately excited by the find. 


They were growing on the road verge and 
also continued on into the yard of a house, 
the owners obviously and unknowingly, 
encouraging them to grow and flower, by 
raking up gum leaves and conducting small 
pile burns regularly. The low slashing/mowing 
may also encouraged their flowering. 


| continued up the road and found them at a 
few more spots. On my way home | dropped 
into show Boris Branwhite a good friend, fellow 
botanist and local orchid specialist, a couple 
of flower scapes that | collected, intending 
to send them to David Jones (National 
Herbarium Canberra). Boris agreed that it 
looked the same as the one in The Orchadian, 
but also commented on its obvious closeness 
with Diuris praecox. As luck had it, John Riley 
and Peter Eygelshoven where on the Central 
Coast to do an orchid survey for NPWS, 
and | was invited as an observer by Boris 
who introduced me to them. After the initial 
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greetings were exchanged, | asked John if | 
could show him a couple of Diuris he may be 
interested in seeing, as | had brought them 
along with me. He was surprised and said 
that it was the same as what he had seen at 
Gosford Shire in 1994, and Peter agreeing 
that it looked the same as the Northern 
Suburbs ones he saw in 1999. 


So after completing the survey we proceeded 
up to one of the Central Coast sites, so they 
could see D. bracteata for themselves. It was 
sort of on the way home, and they were keen 
to see them. | showed them three areas that 
| knew where they were still in flower. We 
also found Pterostylis rufa growing at one 
site which was a bonus as | hadn’t seen one 
before. They thanked me and | them, and we 
parted for the day. And so started a four year 
wait for me (longer for others) to find out what 
it was. 


| have found this orchid at seven locations 
to date and know of two others; John Riley’s 
at Gosford, and Peter Eygelshoven’s on the 
northern suburbs of Sydney. 


| heard back from David Jones that more work 
was needed, so a few more specimens were 
sent the following year and many discussions 
were had between myself and John regarding 
the matter. You can learn a lot from that man 
and | thank him for sharing his knowledge with 
me. Eventually August this year | received a 
call from David Jones saying that he wanted 
me to go and collect a few samples of that 
‘bracteata thing’, as he wanted to do some 
tests on it and now had the time. So in late 
August, Boris and | asked local botanist 
Robert Payne to come along. 


We went to the central coast sites and 
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checked on five areas, but could only find 
them at three, a bit of disturbance at one and 
some had been sprayed at another, they were 
not present at two sites, adding to the mystery 
about their growth habits and requirements, 
which will now have to be studied to assess 
the possibility of expanding the population 
by informed and well researched Terrestrial 
Orchid Management. The ones growing 


further off the road edge where not affected 
by the spray. 


So all up four specimens from two locations 
where sent off to David Jones via express 
post the next day. 


That's the story up until a few weeks ago 
when | finally received a letter from David 
Jones, National Herbarium confirming that it 
was Diuris bracteata dated Sept. 20", 2004.

A surprise find - Thelymitra ixioides ‘an alba form’.

Living in paradise you do not expect too many surprises. In early September, when the fish 
were not biting and the weather is nice for bush walking, | decided to explore some urban 


bushland a short distance from home. 


This area had been burnt two years ago 
and the first surprise was a patch of 
Waratah plants in full bloom, fifty metres off 
the busy road. Growing in the same area 
were Glossodia major, Caladenia carnea 
and C. alata. Following the trail bike track 
past a damp area (a natural spring) was 
the first sighting of Thelymitra ixioides. A 
reasonable number were in bloom, but 
then, as white as snow, was a beautiful 
white form of Thelymitra ixioides, in full 
bloom. This plant was growing in close 
proximity to the normal coloured forms and 
really stood out. 
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A call to Alan Stephenson in Nowra and 
he was down at the first opportunity, as he 
had never seen an ‘alba’ form of T. ixioides. 
Naturally some photos were taken. 

On a subsequent visit to the site | discovered 
that several of the Thelymitra plants had 
their flower stems chewed off, probably by 
wallabies, so | consider it a bit of luck that 
this plant survived the same fate. 


Come next September on a warm day 
another walk will do me good.

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Cryptostylis hunteriana 


Cryptostylis hunteriana, back on 
Sydney’s North Shore. 


On November 22"¢ 2004, | ventured along 
a track | have always thought would be an 
ideal area for terrestrials. It was part of a 
controlled burn off earlier this year and with 
the late spring rains felt there may be some 
summer terrestrials coming into flower. | 
could not believe my luck when | came 
across one plant of Cryptostylis hunteriana. 
The new camera sure had a good work 
out, but of all the photos none were good 
enough, so | returned the next morning 
and took some more. This time, a little less 
excited and happy with the above photo. 
Naturally | emailed some friends to let them 
know of the find, even adding a photo. 


| contacted Ron Howlett to see if he could 
help me with providing GPS co-ordinates 
for NPWS atlas details, Ron was only to 
happy to meet me the following Sunday 
as he wanted to take photos of this rare 
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orchid. | could not believe our luck when 
we arrived at the site we could not find the 
orchid. Ron spotted a six centimetre stalk, 
the remains of the Cryptostylis hunteriana. 
Something had eaten it. We spent about an 
hour looking for more plants but not even 
seeing Caleana major, Orthoceras strictum 
and some Cryptostylis erecta could ease 
our disappointment. 


The small amount of research | have done 
on this orchid suggests it hasn’t been seen 
on Sydney’s North Shore for nearly fifty 
years, well not recorded in any case. It 
favours damp areas near swampy fringes. 
If a fire has occurred in the past year or so 
may also help. As short as its recent visit 
was this year | hope it will be back next year, 
| will be waiting. 


| know it’s out there, so keep. an eye out 
when you're walking through the bush.
